Bearded Man is Sought. 


A bearded man -who is'said to have 


caused the panic when he appeared in 
the doorway of the 'hall and yelled "fire" 
is being sought by the authorities and 
officials of !the miners' union. 
An all 


night search failed to roveal his ident- 
ity. 
Thorough investigation also showed 


there had been no ilre near the hall.' 


The exact number of dead still was 


unknown this morning. Although sev- 
enty-four, had been recovered Nind identi- 
fied il was believed half a dozen or more 
were taken home by' relatives. 
The 


identified dead include 37 girls, 19 boys, 
13 women and 5 men. 


'•Most-of'the dead are children of min- 


ers, who have boon on strike since, lust 
summer and who are being supported 
during their idleness by labor organizft' 
tions. 


Fears of a Lynching. 


Because, of conditions'.surrounding the 


prolonged strike which has 'been con- 
restdl bitterly by both miners and the 
operators, it is feared that should the 
unknown man who yelled "fire" be ap- 
prehended, a lynching may follow. 


President Mover, of the Western Fed- 


eration of Miners, in a telegram 
to 


President Wilson last night suid accord- 
ing to his best information, no one in 
sympathy with the strikers brought 
about the catastrophe. 
So bitter has 


been the labor trouble 'that President 
Moyer declared "the Western Federation 
of Miners will bury its own dead," and 
that "no aid will be accepted from any 
of those citizens who a short time ago 
pronounced 
those 
people 
undesirable 


citizens." He said 'organized labor will 
take care of the relatives of the- de- 
ceased. 


Regardless of this attitude the citi- 


zens of Calumet, Houghton, Red Jacket, 
Laurium and other nearby villages con- 
tinued the collection of funds which 
will be turned over to the relatives of 
the victims. 
It is probable that all 


work will be suspended in the copper 
mining district while the public funeral 
of the dead a held. 


Whole Families Wiped Out. 
v 


Whole families were wiped out in the 


rush which followed the cry of fire. The 
Christmas exercises were being held in 
Italian hall by the woman's auxiliary 
of the miners' union and children pre- 
dominated; 
The cry of "fire .was' tak'en 


up in many different languages and in 
an instant most of the 700 persons in 
the hall were panic stricken. The chil- 
dren had been formed in lines and were 
just starting toward the platform in. the 
front of the hall to receive Christmas 
presents • when the shout of fire was 
heard. 
Many miners and their wives 


had accompanied 'theirjchildren, to the 
exercises and • occupied ".the hall. 
Both 


parents and children' made a dash for 
the exits. Men were powerless in their

Was Drinking in Saloons. 


Police inquiry develops that about ,'J 


o'clock last night Peter Murray left his 
brother's 'home, saying he. was going 
down town to buy a pair of shoes. He 
was later in the Kelly saloon drinking. 
He frequents saloons on Calhoun street 
south of the subway, according to in- 
formation gained by the. police. In one 
saloon he is said to have been drinking 
last night with three men known as 
Jack Gill, Dan Twoomey and McCon- 
nell. 


Nothing the police have learned con- 


nects any of these men with the wound- 
ing of Murray. That the shot which 
wounded him was discharged at close 
quarters is shown by powder marks on 
Murray's shirt. 


The police arc discounting the hold- 


up story largely because Murray has 
declined to name the assailants.

Both men and women crowded about the 
Building and almost fought with the po- 
lice, to get a view of the dead in an ef- 
fort to learn if any of their relatives 
were, among the number. 
Few of tbe 


corpses bnre marks of injury. 


Fierceness of the Crush, 


Many tales of the iiercencss of the 


crush during the height of the panic 
were told today. One man was seen to 
stoop to' pick up 
bis little daughter, 


only to be pushed on and forced to tram- 
ple, her beneath him. A woman who ran 
to the aid of three small boys was crush- 
ed to death with them. When the. rush 
began, women went to the. piano and 
began playing. Another woman stood in 
the center of the stage on which the 
Christmas tree, had been erected and 
started to sing. 
Their efforts to quell 


the panic, were futile, as they wore not 
beard above the tumult. 


Matti Kotsisrvi. bis wife, and t-wo 


daughters were all killed. 
Christian 


Klaric.h and bis .two daughters were 
crushed to death, but Mrs. Klarich man- 
aged to escape. 
John Heikkenen and 


Jenry Manley and their children were 


killed together. 
Mrs. Henry Isola, 


who is believed to be dead, held her lit- 
tle son and daughter by the hand when 
;he. panic started- 
The boy was torn 


front his mother and escaped, but the 
little girl was killed. 
A largo number 


of families lost two or more, children. 
More than fifty of the dead were ucder 
ten rears of age. 


When Disaster Occurred. 


For many days the children of the cop- 


per mine strikers had waited cspectani- 
Jr for the Christmas tree exercise? that 
had been arranged by the Women's Aux- 
iliary of 
the Western 
Federation of 


Miners. The entertainment was set for 
the early evening and tbe hall, which :s 
on the second floor. Was soon filled to 


limit. The children related to re- 


rite Christmas selections and ring carols 
hsdfinisbsd their part 'of the program 
sod the man selected to play the part of 
Santa Claus had appeared to distribute 
the presents that trere piled around the 
larjze illuminated tree.

It was many-hours be- 
fore all the.bodies were identified. 


During the confusion several bodies 


of children-were wrongly identified by 
mothers and taken away only to be re- 
turned later by ' tbe parents who had 
fo-~id their offspring safe. 
In other 


cases parents ran about for some time 
uncertain whether iheir <hildrp.it were 
d-'-d or alive. 
Many mothers fainted, 


while fathers cursed all those who in- 
tirfercd with their mad search for lost 
girls and boys. 


For hours frantic women ran the 


streets calling for their little ones. Ef- 
forts were made to calm the francic, 
women and many were taken into homes : 
that bad not been bereaved so that they 
might have proper attention. 
In this . 


way, sometimes, husbands 
aud wives 


were separated. 


Vast Majority Were Children. 


Of the 700 persons in. tile ball, more 


than thrce-fourts were children, many 
of them having gone without their par- 
cuts. These fathers and mothers soon 
rushed to the, scene aud added to the, 
confusion.
